phic arts. An apprentice at this 
trade will spend many years in 
learning even the most simple 
parts of the work and his first 
real engraving is usually to make 
letters of _ various styles, after 
which he takes up geometric de- 
signs, scrolls, etc. Portrait engrav- 
ing is the highest form of steel 
engraving skill and it is usually a 
matter of ten to fifteen years 
study before one is able to handle 
this branch of the work. Through- 
out the training period the ap- 
prentice or beginner is given an 
opportunity for various kind of 
work and eventually his skill in 
one particular line will settle his 
position, in that he will become 
a specialist in that particular bit 
of work, either lettering, line de- 
signing or perhaps, the peak of 
the trace, portrait work, It is said 
that hardly more than one man 
out of a hundred will reach the 
peak in this trade and become a 
skilled portrait engraver and that 
perhaps not more than twenty 
men in the world are fitted and 
capable of doing the fine work 


required in postage stamp por- 
trait engraving.

Artist's Error May Cause 


Speedy Withdrawal Of The 
New Win The War Stamp, 


The 3-cent “Win the War” pro- 
paganda stamp may have to be 
redesigned and reprinted. It has 
been discovered that in the form 
in which it has been manufactured 
it represents a contradition of its 
intended purpose, Experts say that 
it symbolizes not a great cam- 
paign for victory, but rather the 
negation of such a drive, Incred- 
ible as it may seem, it is an ex- 
pression of pacifism! 


A small error in the drawing of 


|the stamp composition is respon- 


sible for all the trouble which has 
developed during the past few 
days, In order to understand what 
has happened, it it necessary to 
know that according to the stan- 
dard principles of heraldic orna- 
ment, the American eagle in war- 
time if not invariably in time of 
peace should face the dexter— 
that is, his right; the spectator’s 
left, In harmony with the position 
thus described, the arrows he 
clutches in his tlaws should be 
pointed in the same direction. 


But are they? The answer is ob- 
vious. One brief glance at the pho- 
tograph of the design of the “Win 
the War” adhesive as released by 
the Post Office Department for 
reproduction will suffice to show 
that the eagle is looking away from 
the target toward which his mis- 
siles—signifying a declaration of 
hostilities—are aimed, 

Presumably, the artist who made 
the drawing did not appreciate the 
distinction between the two atti- 
tudes; yet it is a familiar rule of 
simple logic which he has violated. 

The mistake was detected by 
Capt. Charles Cary, assistant cura- 
tor, division of history, Smithson- 
ian Institution. His observation 
was checked and approved by the 
War Department.

cost, Modern Russian stamps are 
altogether different than those of 
the early years of postage stamps 
and porbably the stamps-of no 
other country so thoroughly de- 
pict and show the growth and 
struggle of a nation so clearly as 
the story can be gathered from 
the stamps of Russia of today. 

The current Scott Catalogue 
devotes about 32 pages to this 
ecuntry alone. Naturally, a large 
pert of this space is devoted to 
illustrations so that the number 
of stamps available is not reflect- 
ed wholly by the number of cata- 
logue pages, yet few if any coun- 
try in the catalogue takes up more 
space. 

To write a story and a history 
of the stamps of Russia would be 
like writing a history of the coune 
try itself for on its stamps are 
pictured many of its greatest 
moments and at the same time, 
the issues give a graphic story of 
the growth and development of 
this monster country that can be 
found on no stamps of any other 
nation. 

Taken as a whole, Russian 
stamps are moderate in price and 
because of their great  inierest, 
their vivid coloring, their wide 
range of size and shape, they lend 
themselves to all the arts of 
mounting and arranging known 
to the student of stamp collecting, 

A collection of Russian staznps 
can be a joy and an_ attraction 
for yourself as well as for those 
who are not collectors. 

A brief resume of the high 
lights in Russian stamp issues was 
published in the April issue of 
The Australian Stamp Monthly. 
The article, titled, ““Russia—Some 
Notes by L. L. Burton, F. R. C. 
S.” is short and to the point and 
might well be used as an out- 
line in arranging a collection of 
these interesting stamps and for 
that reason, we take the Liberty 
of reprinting it herewith.

Attention being focused on 
Russia, if follows that her postal 
issues, possibly ignored by many, 
in the past, will take on a mantle 
of reflected glory. 

Between 1858 and 1883, some 
stamps were printed on specially 
prepared paper coated with chalk 
as a vrecaution against fraud. 

In some cases the solution was 
so thick the printing ink did not 
penetrate the paper, resulting in

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German War Maps Provide 
Paper For First Postage 
Stamps Of Latvian Issue 


When in 1918 the newly-born 
Republic of Latvia set about es- 
tablishing order in its postal sys- 
tem, the shortage of any sort of 
printing paper proved so serious 
that eventually in desperation 
recourse had to be made to a le- 
gacy left behind by recent inva- 
ders in the shape of a quantity 
of German ordnance maps whose 
white backs presented the only 
practical solution to the problem 
set by the impending issue of 
stamps. This it came about that 
sheer material necessity and not 
philatelic exploitation caused one 
of the most freakish and inter- 
esting first issues with which 
any stamp issuing country ever 
inaugurated its postal history. 

“The design was from a draw- 
ing by Ansis Zihrulis and is now 
commonly known as that of the 
rising sun, while the value, 5 
kapsikas, was based on the Rus- 
sian currency of 100 kopers=1 
Rouble. 

The sheets, which were issued 
imperf. and perf. 11144, show 228 
stamps on the face and on the 
gummed reverse a complete war 
map. They were  lithographd in 
the Schnakenburg printing works 
at Riga in 12 horizontal rows of 
19, from two different stones 
which were numbered in the 
lower margin beneath the ninth 
stamp in roman figures placed 
sideways, 

Both settings appear to have 
been made up from an interme- 
diate stone of 5 x 5 transfers and 
each shows various. distinguish- 
ing minor varieties. For exam- 
ple, in setting AI the seventh 
stamp in the sixth horizontai 
row has no stop after the left 
“KAP,” whilst sundry broken 
letters and other transfer flaws 
occur regularly in the same 
places on each sheet of that set- 
ting. 

The number of topographically 
different maps employed for these 
stamps must have been very 
large. The writer has details of 
over 80, and has been informed 
that the total is over 100. Be that

The same paper reports that 
the 30c, of the La Pecherie Mos- 
que type, as well as the 50c of 
the same design, will be released 
without the inscription ‘“Repub- 
lique Francaise”. 


ABYSSINIA (Ethiopia)—Stamp 
Collecting (London) reports that 
this country has cgain issued 
stamps—British stamps having 
been in use throughout the em- 
pire since the return of Haile Se- 
lassie after the overthrow of the 
Italian occupying forces. They 
picture the Emperor and have the 
denominations overprinted in 
English and Amharic. 

4c, 10c and 20c are listed as 
the denominations issued. 


BULGARIA—It is reported that 
a 7 leva blue stamp has been add- 
ed to the King Boris set of the

BELGIAN EAST AFRICA—The 
New York Times reports. that 
“The 1.75 fr. orange and 2.75fr 
violet blue in Congo’s 1941 series 
picturing the Leopoldville King 
Albert Memorial have been over- 
printed ‘‘Ruandi Urundi” and 
surcharged ‘‘O.75” and ‘2.50’ re- 
spectively.” 

The same paper reports “Fur- 
ther provisionals to meet shorta- 
ges of stocks of certain values are 
four items in the 1931-38 series 


surcharged as follows: “5c” on 
40c green; “OF60” (twice over- 
printed) on the 50c_ gray-lilac; 


“9F50” on the 1.50 fr. brown vio- 
let; ‘“3F25” on the 2fr. deep blue.” 
BELGIUM—tThe New York Sun 
reports: Two. sureharges have 
been reported. The 70c, seal type, 
has been given the new value 10c; 
and the 75c, Leopold design has 
been reduced to 50c. At the same 
time word has come that the 10c, 
olive green, 40c lilac; 50c blue;

as it may, it is certain that two 
distinct and easily distinguishable 
types of maps were used, one 
finely printed in colour, and the 
other in thick, bold, black type, 
the latter being much less com- 
mon than the former. 





Owing to laxity of postal con- 
trol and supervision in the early 
days of the Republic, numerous 
essays and proofs found their 
way into the market and were 
freely offered for sale, an obser- 
vation which also applies to all 
subsequent issues until Richard 
Sarinsch took control of the State 
Printing Works and_ effectively 
stopped this practice. Perhaps the 
most interesting of these Map es- 
says is one on the finely printed 
map the sheets of which, having 
inadvertently passed twicle 
through the press, show two im- 
pressions, one the reverse way: 
The writer possesés a copy of this 
as well as of another essay print- 
ed in black, also on the coloured 
map, but has never seen any on 
the thick black maps. Among 
these map stamps, as is the case 
with all Latvian issues, major 
errors are extremely rare, but 
perforation varieties are not un- 
common, notably pairs double 
perf. between as well as copies 
showing an accidental additional 
row of perforations through the 
gesfgn. Much rarer than these how 
ever, is an error caused by the 
perforating machine having miss- 
ed an entire row, a complete sheet 
of this variety, therefore, showing 
19 horizontal pairs imperf. be- 
tween. Only a very few sheets 
were issued in this condition, and 
perf. pairs imperf. between are 
consequently rarely met with. 


Another curiosity in the writer’s 
Possession is an excellent exam- 
ple of an offset, caused by the 
back or ‘“‘map” side of the stamp 
having been placed on top of an- 
other whose wet design it has re- 
ceived in reverse, the result being 
a bewildering muddle of reversed 
designs superimposed on map. 


The first appearance of these 
Stamps caused something of a 
Philatelic sensation, and created 
a considerable demand for them 
amongst dealers, some of whom 
are stated to have paid as much 
as 5 pounds per sheet. When am- 
ple supplies subsequently ‘became 
available, and it transpired that 
the total printing was about 3,- 
000,000, prices fell rapidly until 
Complete sheets could be freely 
Purchased retail at about 10/- 
each. 


Although the writer does not 
pretend to have dealt exhaustive- 
ly with his subject, it is hoped 
that enough has been said to show 
that, what with the many prob- 
lems involved in the printing and 
Perforating processes, together 
with the wealth of detail present- 
ed by the diversity of the maps 
wnployed, these two stamps alone 
represent a vast field for original 
Tesearch concerning which very 
little has as yet been written or 
Said, and which is still available 
to the student for a comparatively 
small financial outlay. For the 
Past sixteen years the writer has 
Specialised solely in this one 
country and finds his — limited 
Philatelic time and funds still ab- 
Sorbingly occupied.

The smaller of the two, Haiti is the more 
@populous; is, in fact, 


the most 
thickly settled of all American 
republics, with a destiny of popu- 
lation about that of the State of 
New York. In a territory of 10,700 
square miles, two-thirds moun- 
tains and one-third fertile slopes 
and coastal plains, one of every 
ten in a population of three mil- 
linn find their livelihood in agri- 
culture. The soil, too, is the chief 
financial support of their progres- 
sively modern government. From 
it come the coffee, cotton, sugar, 
sisal and bananas which make up 
about 90 per cent of the coun- 
try’s exports, with coffee alone 
accounting for three-quarters of 
the total. 


Under the enterprise of the 
French to whom the western end 
of the island was formally ceded 
in 1697, Haiti became the bright- 
est pearl in the French colonial 
empire. With new wealth pouring 
in in the form of sugar, indigo, 
coffee and cotton, the landed 
overlords were naturally in high 
spirits over the colony on His- 
paniola recently ceded by Spain. 


But the productivity of the for- 
mer Spanish colony, called Saint 
Domingue by the French, lay in 
the work of slaves brought con- 
tinuously and in great numbers 
from Africa. By the time of the 
French Revolution Saint Domin- 
gue’s slave population had reach- 
ed 400,000 of a_ total of about 
470,000. The end of the system 
that was producing the wealth 
was but a scant five years away- 


The story of Haiti’s struggle for 
liberty is one of the most stirring, 
as well as one of the most tragic, 
of all the romances of the rise of 
free nations in the New World. 
Through it runs the name of a 
national hero, Tousaint Louver- 
ture; and second only to Louver- 
ture the name of Jean Jacques 
leader of the final revolt and first 
chief of the Government of free 
Haiti. 

Louverture, a figure truly ex- 
traordinary, was a former slave 
of African stock. At the time 
when the ground-swell of the 
French revolution was beginning 
to be felt in the Americas Lou- 
verture had risen through colonial 
military ranks to become a Gen- 
eral in the French army and Gov-: 
ernor of Saint Domingue. He call- 
ed an assembly which declared 
for independence, adopted a con- 
stitution and made him Governor 
for life. Napoleon, then First Con- 
sul, outraged, sent a powerful ex- 
peditica of troops and war-ships 
under command of his brother- 
in-law, General LeClere. After a 
number of fierce battles the colo- 
nists were defeated and Louver- 
ture, captured through treachery, 
was sent to France, to die in 
prison, in 1803. 


Attempt by the I‘rench to re- 
establish slavery was signal for 
a second revolt under the leader- 
ship of Dessalines who, like Lou- 
verture, was a French general of 
African blood. A bitter struggle 
of a year, during which the 
French army lost 50,000 men and 
50 generals in battle and by yel- 
low fever, ended in triumph for 
the colonists. Among the dead 
was LeClerc himself. On January 
1, 1804, Saint Domingue proclaim- 
ed its independence and_ took 
again the old Indian name, Haiti. 


The Haitians of today, after 
nearly 150 years, are still building 
from the devastation of two wars 
for independence in which exten- 
sive irrigation systems were de- 
stroyed and farm lands laid 
waste. Steadily, as a sovereign 
state, the nation moves not only 
toward a production such as the 
“Queen of the Antilles” once yield- 
ed to France, but looks forward, 
and with reason, to the day when 
its products, greater and more 
varied <s farm methods advance 





under a long-range plan, will far 
surpass all previous achievements. 


SKILLED ENGRAVERS DO 
THEIR PART ON STAMPS 


(Continued from page 1 





there are various means and me- 
thods of both printing and mak- 
ing plates from which postage 
stamps are produced, that even 
in the engraved stamp, there are 
more or less mechanical methods, 
yet the type of work we are dis- 
cussing now is the original steel 
engraving method which is used 
only on the finest postage stamps 
and which has proven the best 
and most safe guard against 
counterfeiting. 

There is an excellent article on 
both Engraving and Printing of 
postage stamps starting in the 
November 1937 issue of the 
American Philatelist, the article 
by Mr. James H. Baxter goes into 
most minute details and gives a 
very thorough explanation of the 


work. 
Stamps produced from steel 
engraved plates are what are 


known as intaglio printed stamps: 
While there are other methods 
than the old line engraved steel 
plate printings, we will skip them 
as we are interested solely in the 
stamps now under discussion. 

Intaglio printing is that method 
wherein the picture or design to 
be printed is cut into the plate. 
That is a plain smooth burnished 
steel plate is used and the design 
is cut into the steel in’ reverse, 
just as you might hold a postage 
stamp before a mirrow and see 
it in reverse. The different depths 
of color found in the stamp are 
produced by skillful cutting by 
the engraver, so that when fin- 
ished, the perfect stamp is form- 
ed. 

In the illustration this week we 
find the engraver working on the 
die for the 3 cent stamp of the 
new Canadian series. Note the 
photo before him as a model or 
guide. The engraver first takes 
his tools and engraves or cuts 
the design into a soft steel die, 
in the reverse. As he progresses, 
he takes proofs or trial prints 
from this die from time to time, 
to check on his wok. When the 
die is completed, it is hardened 
and final proofs are made which 
are then approved by Hon. W. P. 
Mulock, the Postmaster General 
of Canada. 

After this has been done, the 
next process is to make a trans- 
fer roll from which the plates are 
made. The transfer roll is a small 
cylindrical wheel or roller of soft 
steel, similar to the illustration 
herewith. 





Transfer Roll 


These transfer rolls usually 
have about five stamp designs 
transferred on them, the transfers 
to the roll are made by placing 
the surface of the roll on the die 
and under pressure, rocking the 
roll backward and forward until 
the design in the die is impressed 
into the face of the small roller. 
This is repeated until several de- 
signs are transferred, all around 
the edge of the roll. Next, this 
roll is hardened and on this roll 
is the design of the stamp, stand- 
ing up from the metal surface. 
That is, while the die had the 
design sunk into it, the roll which 
was pressed against the die and 
forced into the sunken places of 
the die, will show the design in 
relief or standing up from the 
meta) face of the roll, This roll 
will then show several completed 
and perfect stamps in steel, stand- 
ing out on the surface. 

Next, this roll is hardened. The 
final process is then to make the 
plate and this is done by taking 
a large sheet of burnished steel, 
of the size‘which is to be used for 
making the printing plate, this 
plate is finished as smooth and

War Postal Markings New 
Field For The Collector 


Collectors of Postal Markings 
will find an entirely new field in 
the war markings that are now 
in use on covers. Everyone can 
readily find the more common 
censor markings, but there will be 
a lot of little miscellaneous mark- 
ings that few will see or learn 
about until too late to acquire 
them. One such marking comes 
to the office of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News. It is on a piece of 
a wrapper clipped from a paper 
mailed to a man in the service. 
The address was not in full as the 
Army prefers and as a result the 
wrapper bore a small rubber 
stamp insciption which read, “To 
avoid delay in delivery, advise 
your correspondents of your com- 
plete military address, showing 
unit.” 





slick as a rorror- The engravers 
then mark off the plate with fine 
lines as a guide to placing the 
stamps and then the transfer roll 
is rocked’ on the surface of the 
plate, or rather rolled over the 
surface of the plate. 


In these small size Canadian 
stamps, the plates are made to 
hold 400 stamps, four panes of 
100 each. If the transfer roll has 
five impressions on it, taken from 
the die, then the roll will be roll- 
ed halfway over the surface of 
the plate where a pane of 100 
stamps is to be engraved. It is 
then rolled the rest of the way 
over the lower part of the plate 
and a complete row of ten stamps 
is impressed into the plate. The 
roll is then lifted sidewise and 
again rolled the length or width 
of the plate and another row of 
ten stamps is impressed, This is 
repeated until the complete pane 
of 100 stamps has been impress- 
ed into the plate. 

Then the other three quarter 
sections of the plate are treated 
in the same manner until the 
complete plate of 400 subjects is 
completed. 

When this is done, the plate is 
ready for proofing.. Next week 
we will show you a picture of 
workers checking a first proof 
sheet for flaws and imperfections 
before printing.

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GREEN IS THE WORD 5 

Yes, collectors will see a lot of that word in stamp papers for 
the coming year, It will be the name of a man who had a heap of 
money that he couldn’t use himself, because there was so much of 
it and to amuse himself he rushed around like a drunken sailor and 
bought stamps. Not just single stamps, but whole collections, stock 
books full, stocks of stamps and just plain ordinary stamps. If we 
are to believe the stories that are being printed about these “Green 
Stamps” we can only conclude that “Green” is the right 
name for it is evident-to anyone that the man_ who ac- 
cumulated all these stamps must have known but very little 
about them. This man was not a stamp collector, not a philatetlist. He 
was just a stamp accumulator, an angel for the fellow who had 
stamps to sell and he spent his money without any thought of ever 
making a stamp collection for he had such a vast accumulation of 
stamps that it would have been physically impossible for him to 
have worked them over by himself and it would have been mentally 
impossible for him to have accumulated in the limited time given 
to his stamps, any thorough general knowledge of the stamps he 
owned, 

In the first place it is to be regretted that any one man could 
amass and hoard away such an accumulation of stamps as this man 
acquired, and it is not a good thing for our hobby that such 
stores and accumulations are acquired. Had these stamps been in the 
hands of a number of different collectors who would have given 
them time and study, the hobby might have benefited by the trans- 
actions that caused them to change hands, but in this instance it 
was simply a “May Day” for the dealers when the Colonel went on 
a stamp buying spree and the sooner the accumulation is thrown 
back into the market where the stamps may be acquired by collectors 
who will have some interest in their possession, the better things will 
be all around, 

It is reported that some test sales at auction are to be held to 
feel out the market, Are not the men who are handling these stamps 
aware that hundreds of sales have been held in the past year and 
that prices for the lot are available to all, 


Perhaps the job they have on their hands is one that staggers 
them, Why all the unusual ballyhoo, there are auction dealers oper- 
ating here in America who can handle the accumulation just as other 
collections have been sold and the price realized will probably turn 
out to be much better than the conservative figure placed on the 
accumulation, 

Some time ago there was a rumor that certain New York parties 
had formed a syndicate and were prepared to purchase the collections 
for cash and rumor said that the figure they were prepared to pay 
was in excess of the announced appraisal, 


Thus far, all the talk we have read about this accumulation 
smells bad. 3

Service Discontinued 


May 31, 1942 











May 31, 1861

Joseph Charles Salak 

With the present slow return 
of undelivered letters sent to the 
invaded countries before the sud- 
den explosion of universal war 
memories are revived of the ac- 
tion taken by the United States 
postotfice department eighty one 
years ago, when on May 31, 1861 
delivery of mail was discontinued 
to the seceded states. All letters 
deposited in northern postoffices, 
alter that date, addressed to any 
of the rebel states, were sent to 
the dead letter office in Wash- 
ingon. This action was taken in 
an attempt to further tax the al- 
ready impoverished finances of 
the Confederate government. 


It was evident that in spite of 
hostile relations there was no de- 
sire for a sudden severance of 
postal intercourse between the 
North and the South. Previous to 
the action of the United States, 
John Henninger Reagen was ap- 
pointed postmaster general of the 
Confederate States and immedi- 
ately ‘contacted all southern em- 
ployees of the United States pos- 
tal service requesting them to ac- 
cept positions in his department. 
Practically all thus contacted re- 
ported to Reagen bringing with 
them copies of all forms and route 
maps used by the United States 
postoffice department. In this 
manner Reagen was able to an- 
nounce on May 13, 1861 that Con- 
federate Service would start on 
June 1, 1861. 


Pastmaster Reagen instructed 
his postmasters and all agents in 
the service of the Confederate 
postoffice department to keep ac- 
curate tabulation of all receipts 
and expenditures up to May 31, in 
order to give proper credit to the 
United States for all stamps 
etcetera remaining on hand on 
that date. 


On or about June 20, 1861 as 
a precautionary measure and to 
prevent improper use of United 
States stamps in rebel states, the 
U. S. postoffice department issued 
a new stamped envelope and fur- 
ther announced that by August 
Ist an additional new stamp 
would be issued, new in all de- 
tailed design. Nevertheless the 
old stamps continued to be ac- 
cepted for postage in loyal states 
up until Sept. 10, 1861 and in 
other states until Oct. 1 and the 
date further extended to Jan. 1, 
1862 for territories of New Mex- 
ico, Utah and Washington. 


And so, though the country 
was soon to be split by a civil 
war the postal service of our na- 
tion suffered little and added 
many pages of history to its phil- 
atelic ledger. ‘ 

Before long Confederate pa- 
triotic envelopes appeared bearing 
a postage stamp with the portrait 
of Jefferson Davis and _ various 
slogans such as: 


Gather around your country’s flag, 
Men of the South, the hour has 
come— 
None may falter, none may lag— 
March to the sound of the fife 
and drum. 


Stand firmly by your cannon, 
Let ball and grape-shot fly, 
And trust in God and Davis, 
But keep your powder dry. 


To arms! To arms! quick, be ready, 
Think of what the South has 
been: 
Onward, onward; 
steady 
Drive the vandals to their den, 
On, and let the watch-word be, 
Country, home and liberty. 


strong and 


Let Beauregard’s dauntless breast, 
With patriot ardour glow,

Other envelopes bore illustrat- 
tions of men fighting on the bat-

and our slogan is “REMEM- 
BER PEARL HARBOR.”

Judges for the first year, 1942, 
have been selected and the dates 
announced so that copies of the 
publications may be in the hands 
of the Judges by September 15th, 
after which the award for this year 
will be made.

A_ se- 
cond set of 12 municipal coats- 
of-arms is being prepared and all 
postage dues are to be re-issued 
without “RF’’.” 

GERMANY—The New York 
Sun reports: “An issue of unan- 
nounced length is reported to have 
been issued overprinted ‘‘Ukrain” 
for use in German-occupied Ukra- 
inia.” 

“Two groups of over-prints on 
German stamps for use in occu- 
pied Pleskau are in existence. 


The first set embraces the 20k 
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on lip, red, and 60k on 3p. The 
the coat of arms of Pleskau and 
second set consists of a 20k with 
a 60k showing the Cathedral of 
Pleskau, as well as a 60k plus 
40k, depicting the Virgin Mary 
with Child.” 

A STAMP COLLECTOR ON A 
STAMP—The New York Herald- 
Trib-ne reports: “The world’s 
first postage stamp on which a 
collector and his album are shown 
was issued recently by Germany 
in connection with “The Day of 
the Postage Stamp,’ which was 
celebrated in many European 
countries on April 19. The new 
stamp is a 6 plus 24 pfennig semi- 
postal inscribed “Tag der Brief- 
marke—1942 Deutsches Reich’. 
The central vignette depicts a col- 
lector mounting stamps in his 
opened album, Part of a desk 
iglobe is also depicted.” 

The New York Times gives us 
the following: ‘‘A censored letter 
receivec from neutral Sweden 
brings hints of what has been 
going on postally behind the Ger- 
man -ines in the U. S. S. R. Early 
in the Nazi onslaught the’ three 
Baltic States. Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania, were overrun, to- 
gether with some Soviet terrain. 
According to the communication 
from Stockholm, developments, all 
in 1941, included: 

“In Estonia the Germans crea- 
ted a provisional occupation ser- 
ies by overprinting ‘Eesti-Post” 
in black on eight Estonian stamps 
ranging from 2s to 30s.. These 
were followed by definitive semi- 
postals inscribed “Estland-Eesti’: 
15s plus 15s dark blue and 50s 
plus 50s blue green, view of Tall- 
inn, which was the capital of Es- 
tonia as a republic; 20s plus 20s 
violet and 60s plus 60s_ purple, 
view of Dorpat; 30s plus 30s red- 
violet and 100s plus 100s gray, 
aerial view of Narva, The Ger- 
mans also over-printed ‘‘Pernau— 
July 8, 1941” on seized Russian 
stamps to commemorate the oc- 
cupation of Parnu or Pernau, a 
port on the Gulf of Riga. 

“In Lithuania the Nazis con- 
fiscated Russian stamps and over- 
printed them with ‘“Klansomat— 
Leituva—June 23, 1941” in black. 
Another series, 5 kopecs, 10k. 15k, 








20k, 30k, 80k 1 ruble, was over- 
printed ‘Vilnius’ in black or red; 
Vilnius or Vilna, was reacquired 
by Lithuania following the divi- 
sion of Poland in 1939. 

“The Germans issued 20k and 
60k stamps to mark the taking 
of the Soviet city of Pskoff (Ples- 
kau in German), the town’s ca- 
thedral being the design. 

“The letter makes no mention 
of any stamps having been issued 
by the Germans for use in Lat- 
via.” Ml

nue,, Rock of Gibraltar pictorial 
has re-appeared perf 13 with wa- 
termark sideways, (N. Y. Journal- 
Americin). 

The 3d blue, ish. green & 
black, and 2 sh. orange and black 
are reported in the same perfora- 
tion and watermark.
